A NEW map and dis¬ 
play board de¬ 
signed to show 
shoppers what Crewkerne 
has to offer has been un¬ 
veiled where the main car 
park leads into Falkland 
Square. 

It was put up in answer to 
complaints that visitors to 
the Waitrose store were un¬ 
aware that they could eas¬ 
ily walk from the car park 
to the town centre. 

The board was funded by 
South Somerset District 
Council after the town’s 
improvement group A Bet¬ 
ter Crewkerne and District 
(ABCD) applied for a 
grant. 

The sum of £2,000 was 
allocated from SSDC’s 
Market Town Investment 
Group fund during the last 
financial year, and a further 
£1,200 was granted from 
Somerset county council¬ 
lor John Dyke’s final com¬ 
munity budget, which ran 
up until spring this year. 

SSDC and ABCD have 
been working together to 
get the board designed and 
created along similar lines 
to one which has proved 
popular in Ilminster. 

District councillor Kim 
Turner, chair of the Market 
Town Investment Group 
explained: “Traders boards 
have been very successful 
elsewhere in the district. 
They benefit the traders as 
they give visitors a quick 
snapshot of the wide range 
of shops and businesses 
within the town and help 
shoppers find out what’s 
on offer. 

“It has been an excellent 
partnership project as we 
all wanted to work together

with ABCD, which is a 
very active community 
group. The work ties in 
nicely with the recent 
pedestrian walkway en¬ 
hancement nearby which 
is really making a differ¬ 
ence and allowing shop¬ 
pers a clear route between 
the town’s two main shop¬ 
ping areas.” 

Diane Butler, chairman 
of ABCD said: “This lies

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Ex-landlord 
admits stabbing 

EX LANDLORD of the Kings Arms in 
Crewkerne, Robert Wilcox, was sen¬ 
tenced on Monday, December 13th, 
after pleading guilty to stabbing one of 
his customers. 

Despite previously denying the assault 
he recently admitted he knifed 28 year- 
old Daniel Martin, previously barred, 
through a gap in the door as he was try¬ 
ing to get into the pub, on a night in 
November last year. 

Mr Wilcox received a sentence of nine 
months suspended for two years for 
grievous bodily harm plus 100 hours 
community service and was told to pay 
£500 compensation to the victim. 

Electrical fire 

A FIRE broke out on the ground floor of 
a property in Cowens Close, Crewkerne, 
on Monday. 

One fire appliance from Crewkerne 
and two from Yeovil were mobilised to 
the incident just before noon where 
they extinguished the fire and venti¬ 
lated the building. 

An ambulance was requested for a 
man who was suffering from smoke in¬ 
halation and the fire crews administered 
oxygen therapy until the arrival of para- 
medics.The cause of the fire was 
deemed accidental due to an electrical 
fault.

District cutbacks 

SOUTH Somerset District Council has re¬ 
ceived its grant figures from Government 
for the 2011/12 financial year which in¬ 
volved a greater cut than had been already 
planned for. 

South Somerset's Government grant will 
be reduced by 15.7 per cent, which trans¬ 
lates to a 20.3 per cent reduction in real 
terms when taking into account inflation¬ 
ary pressures. 

The council had recently found ways to 
meet this year's £2.5m budget gap but the 
announcement means the council will 
now need to find an additional £733.4k 
this year, and work on a further £2.6m 
budget gap next year. 

South Somerset's current budget is 
£20.3m, which funds services for one of 
the largest district areas in the country.

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MP calls for a rethink in county spending cuts 


DAVID Laws, MP for Yeovil Constituency, has called 
on Somerset County Council to review its proposed 
budgets cuts following the Coalition Government’s an¬ 
nouncement on future central funding for local author¬ 
ities. 

The provisional Local Government Finance Settle¬ 
ment for English Councils, shows a smaller cut in finan¬ 


cial support for Somerset in 2011/2012 than expected. 

Somerset County Council has been insisting that deep 
cuts in local spending and public services are necessary, 
and has proposed cuts totalling £43million. 

Mr Laws stated this figure was significantly more than 
the actual amount of central funding that Somerset will 
lose as the result of the Government’s announcement. 


He said: “Somerset has received one of the best set¬ 
tlements in the country, so it would appear that the 
county council were far too rash in setting out such ex¬ 
cessive spending cuts. The council should have held off 
from making these decisions until we had a better idea 
from Government on the actual reductions in local gov¬ 
ernment spending. 

“In light of the Government’s announcement, I 


strongly urge the county council to re-think its plans. 

“It would be absurd for the council to introduce some 
of the most draconian cuts to local services in the coun¬ 
try, when other counties have fared less well in this fi¬ 
nancial settlement than us. 

“This shows that decisions, such as the closing of the 
recycling centre in Crewkerne, should not be neces¬ 
sary.”

Civic society mobilises 
to save recycling centre 


WITH only days to go until the important 
county council meeting to decide the fate 
of Crewkerne’s recycling centre, the Civic 
Society spent the weekend giving a last 
push to the petition, by lobbying users of 
the tip at the weekend and setting up a 
stand in Falkland Square on Tuesday. 

The group has rented a coach to leave 
South Street car park on Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 22nd, at 8.15am, in order to get as 
many people to protest at County Hall in 
Taunton as possible . Anyone wishing to 
be involved can call Martin Pakes on 
01460 76266 or Geoffrey Harfield on 
76540. 

County Councillor John Dyke com¬ 
mented: “Last Friday’s Waste Board 
meeting went well. It was attended by rep¬ 
resentatives of all four sites scheduled for 
closure. In the case of Crewkerne, by Neil 
Sturtivant, Angie Singleton and myself. 

“We all spoke with feeling stating the 
concern and anger felt by residents of 
Crewkerne and surrounding villages, and 
how useful it was to have the support of 
both Oliver Letwin and David Laws. 

“Members of the Waste Board seemed 
to understand our anxieties particularly 
about fly-tipping and the wrong signals 
that closure would send, resulting in more 
recyclable material going to landfill (with 
extra landfill tax costs). Members voted 
that Steve Read (managing director of 
Somerset Waste Partnership) should ex¬ 
plore all alternatives to complete closure

of any site.” 

The manager of the recycling centre 
spoke out for the first time, having previ¬ 
ously feared for his job. He said: “As the 
site manager at Crewkerne, I think the 
closing of this site is short-sighted and al¬ 
though cuts have to be made, why cut a 
public service? Why not look for making 
cuts in other areas, for example, housing 
benefit? 

“They put a lot of effort into getting peo¬ 
ple to recycle and spent £350,000 raising 
the ground to build the site. How will they 
justify throwing that money away? By 
giving them a little box to put everything 
in. 

“We had 100,000 visits this year. The 
people of Crewkerne should have the right 
to keep their site as they earned it, recy¬ 
cling in all weathers, even people with no 
transport walk in. 

“I also see disabled people coming in 
recycling. One guy in particular gets out 
of his car, gets his wheelchair out (I al¬ 
ways ask do you want some help and he 
politely declines), and sorts everything on 
his own. 

“Why should these people suffer? 

“To sum up, look elsewhere for your 
savings. I did mention closing for two 
days and reducing staff to two. This would 
save some money in an effort to prevent 
full closure.”

“The Shrubbery’s Stuart Shepherd 
also encouraged us to extend our col¬ 
lection area; led by Rotarians Claire 
Hebron and Caroline de Sancha, some 
mild arm-twisting took place. 

It didn’t take us long to realise, that 
after accomplished performances by 
members of Serenade, Jubilate, South 
Somerset Choral Society, members of 
the town band, and other local organ¬ 
ised groups, such as the Brownies, 
who were fabulous that we were 
pretty useless without musical back¬ 
ing. 

“Stepping into the breach for much

Mike's big walk for Big Issue

S CHOOL adminis¬ 
trator Mike Wiles 
had an interesting 
time when he went on a 
moonlight sponsored 
walk through London re¬ 
cently. 

Many people take part 
in sponsored events for 
charities but few choose 
to support the Big Issue 
Foundation, the charity 
that gives homeless peo¬ 
ple the opportunity to 
work their way out of 
their situation by selling 
the Big Issue magazine 
on the streets. 

Mr Wiles lives in 
Crewkeme and works at 
Neroche Primary School 
in Broadway near Ilmin- 
ster. 

Previously he worked 
at Wadham school in 
Crewkerne as the bursar 
and is a long term sup¬ 
porter and volunteer at 
The David Hall in South 
Petherton he also acts as 
administrator for Folk 
South West. 

He enjoys working in 


the school environment 
and after a brief stint as a 
social worker, has a 
working knowledge of 
the variety of paths peo¬ 
ple take in life. 

He said the Big Issue 
Foundation was a good 
cause and when the op¬ 
portunity to do a 25 kilo¬ 
metre walk around 
London at night, he and 
his wife decided to do it 
together. 

Unfortunately she was 
unfit when the day came 
and he went alone but 
met some interesting 
people along the way, 
many were vendors of 
the magazine. 

He said: “I think it is a 
very important charity, 
some people have a very 
jaundiced view of the 
vendors but there are 
very many different rea¬ 
sons why people end up 
homeless, they are not all 
drug addicts and alco¬ 
holics, many have had to 
escape abuse, and the av¬ 
erage life expectancy of 


someone living rough on 
our streets is only 45. 

“The Big London Night 
Walk was the first charity 


thing I have done for 
about 30 years and there 
were 400 people there. 
“They started us in 


groups and I walked from 
10.50pm until 5.39am. 

“There were stopping 
off points along the way 
such as the Foundling 
Museum, St Barnabas 
School and the Round¬ 
house in Camden. 

“For a while I was 
walking with a guy who 
works with the vendors, 
he explained how they do 
a lot of signpost work, 
supporting them and 
pointing them in the right 
direction to move for¬ 
ward in their lives. 

“We saw one or two 
people camping in door¬ 
ways but they told me the 
numbers have dropped 
considerably in the last 
ten years, so they are 
making a difference. 

“I used to live in Essex 
but had not actually gone 
to London that much, I 
knew bits of it. 

“The one thing that re¬ 
ally struck me was being 
in Camden at 3.20am on 
the Saturday morning and 
it was just like walking 
through Taunton in the 
middle of the day, it was 
so incredibly busy. 

“I raised £190 thanks to 
family and friends, I did¬ 
n’t really advertise the 
fact I was doing it but I 
wouldn’t mind doing it 
again, my only disap¬ 
pointment was not hav¬ 
ing a camera that could 
take night shots. The sky¬ 
line was quite spectacu¬ 
lar.”

IT might be with surprise that 
you learn this week's instal¬ 
ment of Food is more political 
than gastronomical, but I 
make no apologises for the 
fact. For in reality, behind 
every organic carrot, every 
mid-range sausage, every 
'value' ready meal and even 
every Turkey Twizzler (if such 
things are even still made) lies 
political decision and ramifi¬ 
cation which can be traced 
back either to our Parliament, 
or to the EU. 

Let me first establish the 
ground rules of my mono¬ 
logue. The purpose of this 
prose is not to openly set my 
self in either support or oppo¬ 
sition to the influence of the 
EU on British food policy. After 
all, my editor permits me just 
400 words, which would cer¬ 
tainly be far too few to do jus¬ 


tice to the subject. This is 
nothing more than a jubilant 
celebration of one law being 
changed in the name of com¬ 
mon sense of empowerment 
to the consumer. 

Up until this month, the 
food buying public has been 
subject to what I would per¬ 
sonally describe as a gross 
abuse of trust under a per¬ 
fectly legal piece of food la¬ 
belling legislation. Here's the 
situation in a nutshell: UK 
Food manufactures have 
been able to import meat and 
poultry from abroad to use in 
products produced in this 
country and then label the 
final product as "Made in Eng¬ 
land". 

To be fair, these products are 
made in England. The decep¬ 
tion is not so great as to result 
in down right lying. But it can 


be reasonably argued that the 
technically correct statement 
is often used in an emotive 
way to tug the strings of the 
heart that produce pride in 
dear old Blighty. 

Let me give you an example. 
A food producer may import 
cheap beef from a country 
where standards of welfare 
are lower, and process the 
meat into a steak and kidney 
pie. Because it was processed 
in this country, under the old 
legislation it could be legally 
labelled as 'Made in England' 
- and how often would this be 
screamed at you from the 
backdrop of a Union Jack with 
a heartwarming picture of the 
Great British countryside in 
the background, cows grazing 
happily. Technically correct; 
ethically questionable. The 
graphic design would try to 


say much more than the 
words alone would legally 
permit. 

But this week we celebrate a 
victory for common sense and 
openness. After much lobby¬ 
ing by the NFU, the European 
Parliament has agreed that 
the labelling should no longer 
state the country of process¬ 
ing but instead the country 
where the animal was reared. 
Under this rule, if you see an 
evocative 'Made in Great 
Britain' logo you can be confi¬ 
dent that the meat was pro¬ 
duced here. More 
campaigning for clearer and 
more transparent food la¬ 
belling is required, but this is 
one Christmas present that 
the NFU and consumers and 
rejoice in. More certainly a vic¬ 
tory of common sense.

The Keys of Heaven 

First Biography of Somerset Folk Figure Rev Charles Marson to be launched this weekend 


LOCAL author David Sutcliffe, of Isle Abbotts village near llminster, has just produced the first biography of 
Reverend Charles Marson, erstwhile vicar of Hambridge. Marson is well-known in folk circles as the partner 
of Cecil Sharp in the collection of Somerset folk songs in the early 1900s. Together, they kick-started the 
English Folk Revival. 

Over 400 of Marson's letters 
have recently been discov¬ 
ered in Minehead and from 
them Sutcliffe has written a 
fascinating account of his 
life. He was an early socialist, 
working in the slums of 
Whitechapel just before the 
Ripper murders. Sacked from 
several curacies because of 
his politics, he spent three 
years in Australia where he 
spoke up for aboriginal 
rights. He was a friend of 
Edith Nesbit before she 
wrote 'The Railway Children' 
and authored many books 
himself. He was an original 
and funny man, and the 
book is full of his stories and 
drawings. He was not your 
average vicar

Used car finance market grows 
for fourth consecutive month 


THE NUMBER of used cars sold 
on finance rose for the fourth 
consecutive month, according to 
new figures published today by 
the Finance & Leasing Associa¬ 
tion. But the new car market is 
more volatile. 

Used car finance increased 7% 
by value and 11% by volume in 
October compared to October 

2009. The rise comes after the 
Government's scrappage scheme 
led to a shortage of quality used 
cars. Since the scrappage scheme 
- and other incentives such as the 
15% VAT rate - ended consumers 
have reverted to the used car 
market when replacing their cars. 

In the same month sales of new 
cars on finance dropped 11% 
compared to October last year, al¬ 
though the market was up 22% in 
the twelve months to October 

2010. There were also positive 
signs for motor finance providers, 
with the percentage of private 
new cars bought using dealer fi¬ 
nance exceeding the 50% level 
for the first time since July 2009. 

The recovery in the business car 


finance sector remains volatile. 
The number of new cars bought 
on finance by businesses fell by 
11% in October compared with 
the same month in 2009. The 
business used car finance market 
reported volumes down by 34% 
over the same period. 

Commenting on October's 
motor finance figures, Paul Harri¬ 
son, Head of Motor Finance, said: 
"The continued revival of the 
used car market reflects a return 
to 'traditional' buying habits as 
buyers look to manage their 
budgets by seeking out afford¬ 
able cars and finance. Until re¬ 
cently there was a shortage of 
popular models of used cars and 
this drove up the price. The end of 
the scrappage scheme has led to 
a rebalance of supply and de¬ 
mand. 

But motor lenders' Christmas 
cheer will be tempered by the 
prospect of a tough market in the 
New Year, as the VAT rise takes ef¬ 
fect and public sector spending 
cuts impact on people's pockets."

Glovers In Focus

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Dreams of lucrative cup run 
ended by four goal salvo 


ALARM bells, not Christmas bells should be ringing very loudly 
in Yeovil Town Chairman John Fry's ears right now, as in a mat¬ 
ter of three days Yeovil slumped to the bottom of npower Divi¬ 
sion One and then were unceremoniously dumped out of the 
FA Cup by Hartlepool United having held a 2-0 lead. 

The optimism of getting a very creditable draw at sixth 
placed Colchester on Saturday was negated 24 hours later by 
Walsall's fine 1-0 victory at fourth placed Charlton Athletic. 

To try and put a positive spin on the situation, the Glovers 
point at the Weston Homes Community Stadium was an excel¬ 
lent result. Whilst as may be expected, Yeovil did not create 
many chances, they did frustrate their hosts with their 4-5-1 
formation, although the nearest they got to scoring was a 
Nathan Smith special that fizzed past the post just before half¬ 
time, and an effort near the end when Chelsea loanee Adam 
Phillip, who has now returned to his parent club, had a good 
opportunity blocked in the last minute of added time. 

The euphoria, however, was soon dulled when Matt Richards 
scored the only goal of the game at The Valley to leapfrog Wal¬ 
sall above the Glovers and leave Yeovil rock bottom and six 
points from safety. 

Keeping a clean sheet at Colchester must have given man¬ 
ager Terry Skiverton heart that his side could give a good per¬ 
formance in their twice postponed FA Cup Second Round tie 
at Hartlepool, and two goals up in 31 minutes, he may have 
thought his Christmas had come early with the thought of a 
third round trip to Watford. 

But his evening came crashing down as Anthony Sweeney

scored twice in five minutes to equalise, before completing his 
hat trick just before the hour to add to Ritchie Humphreys'goal 
that saw Hartlepool score four times in a 25 minute spell either 
side of the break. 

The situation, I believe, will have a significant impact on 
those marginal supporters who will be thinking seriously 
about whether they want to spend their money watching a 
side who have won only once in ten games, and that was 
against non-league Rushden & Diamonds in the FA Cup. 

The loss of support at horn, of course, has an impact on the 
revenue of the club, and with two home matches over the 
Christmas period is something the Glovers cannot afford. 

Can Skiverton turn it around? Recent form suggests not with 


the current squad, but new players cost money and there isn't 
enough coming into the club. 

So what can we Yeovil supporters expect? It seems unlikely 
that Fry will sack Skiverton because he is the cheap option and 
the club supposedly cannot afford someone else. If that is the 
case then it appears relegation is the only option. Perhaps if 
you hang your stocking up Mr Fry, Father Christmas might 
bring you something good? We can always hope. 

Pardew hits Toon 

FORMER Yeovil Town player Alan Pardew has been appointed 
manager of Newcastle United following the controversial sack¬ 
ing of Chris Hughton by owner Mike Ashley. 

Pardew played for the Glovers for two years having been 
signed by then manager Gerry Gow from Dulwich Hamlet, 
playing 60 games and scoring fifteen goals. 

In 1987 he was sold to Crystal Palace then a Second Division 
side and was part of the team that were promoted the follow¬ 
ing season. 

In 1990 he scored the winning goal in the 4-3 defeat of Liv¬ 
erpool in the FA Cup semi-final, and was part of the last all Eng¬ 
lish-born Cup Final team that lost 1-0 after a replay to 
Manchester United in the final at the old Wembley Stadium. 

After ending his playing career in 1999 he has managed 
Reading, West Ham United, Charlton Athletic and Southamp¬ 
ton.
